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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants' arguments filed 13 November 2006 
have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

The amendments to the preamble of claims 8 and 9 will be entered since the amendment overcomes the claimed invention and introduces 
consistency of the preamble between independent claim 7 and dependent claims 8 and 9. 

In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of the applicant's invention, it is noted that the 
features (i.e., adjusting for parameters that are to be sampled, which are definite) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the 
claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 
F.2d 1181,26USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993).
